The festival was brought to Antl- 
och through the effort of Principal 
Albert DHtman who has served as 
president of the conference during 
the past year. Louis Chenette was 
chairman of the festival, and the 
instrumental and vocal chairmen 
were Theodore Chopp and Marian 
Gerlach, both of Glenbrook, 

As one of the pioneers in music 
festivals, the Northwest High School 
conference has shown that there Is 
as much fun for the young people 
to sing together and play musical in- 
struments together as to enter into 
competition. 

Other conferences are likewise es- 
tablishing festivals with equal suc- 
cess. 

This was the first time that An- 
tioch has entertained the festival 
and was pleased to hove the many 
visitors who seemed to enjoy the 
event as much as the local towns- 
people and students did.

State Rep. W.J. Murphy of Petite 
lake is opposed to the state's spend- 
ing $1,000,000 to buy Saulk anti- 
polio vaccine for school children 
and he has some reasons for it. 

First of all he refused to allow- his 
son, Jerry, 8, a second grade pupil 
to be vaicinated along with other 
pupils at St. Peter's school in Antl- 
och. 

J'l am most concerned over the 
complete safety and effectiveness of 
the Salk vaccine," Murphy said. "I 
sincerely feel that every child given 
this shot Is being used as a guinea 
pig." 

"I cannot close my eyes to the 
tremendous investment of $100 mil- 
lion that the six big laboratories had 
In this vaccine long before the tests 
were complete," he said. "This in- 
vestment made by hard headed bus- 
iness men was made in anticipation 
of a prof it or they never would have 
invested it 

"They are not philanthropists or 
humanitarians, but business men," 
he added. 
Step Toward Socialized Medicine 

Rep. Murphy said he also is op- 
posed to the state buying vaccine 
because it would be a step toward 
socialized medicine. 

"The state has never before in its 
history felt called upon to furnish 
us our medicine," he contended. 

"I strongly object to political cap- 
ital being made out of such a serious 
subject. 

"If this vaccine is good, if the pub- 
lic wants it, what will be left for the 
private citizen to buy if the state 
buys up $1 million worth? • 

"Who will get the "free" vaccine? 
For the three shots the cost will 
be' approximately $9 million. The 
$1 million the state wishes to ap- 
propriate will care for 110,000 per- 
sons. How about the other 7,800,- 
000? 

Who Would Get Vaccine? 

"Would the big cities get it all7 
Would you have to have a political 
"in" to get it? 

"We have our county hospitals, 
our supervisors and poor funds in 
each township to care for the ones 
who cannot afford to care for them- 
selves. I know of no instance where 
anyone needing medical assistance 
cannot receive it 

"When are we going to hold the 
line on the state interfering in our 
private lives? The state is short of 
money now. The administration 
feels the need to attempt to increase 
the sales tax for more revenue. Yet 
thy want to keep on increasing our 
welfare state. Socialism belongs in 
England! 'Socialism is one short step 
from Communism! 

"We preach home rule— let's prac- 
tice home rule. 

"I took my oath of office seriously 
and in resisting this publicity stunt 
on the part of politicians of the state, 
I feel I was doing my duty. And 
for this I make no apology," he 
concluded.

Water Patrol Members 
Split Over Authority; 
Protest Carrying Guns 

There isn't exactly harmony in 
the new Chain of Lakes Water Pa- 
trol. 

Nine members resigned Saturday 
In what they said was a protest 
against the plan of carrying arms. 

"Who's going to carry arms?" re- 
plied the officials who said that six 
members would be deputized by 
Sheriff Stanley Christian with' the 
provision that they would not carry 
guns. 

When some of the former mem- 
bers of the dis-enrolled Coast Guard 
Auxiliary flotilla formed a new or- 
ganization recently, Joseph Ar- 
mondo, commander of the auxiliary 
was not among the new officers. 
Instead, John Shay was named com- 
mander; George Grohner, vice com- 
mander; Frank March etti, secretary; 
and Patrolman Charles Hermann of 
Fox Lake, treasurer. 

Armondo proceeded to freeze the 
more than $2,000 in the treasury of 
the old auxiliary so that the new 
organization could not get posses- 
sion. 

Then he and eight others resigned 
charging the new officials with 
planning to carry guns and acting 
In a high handed manner. 

"We do not approve of wearing or 
carrying guns by members of the 
new Chain of Lakes Water Patrol as 
desired by the organization group," 
.the resignation said. "The mere 
carrying of a revolver constitutes a 
silent threat to anyone a patrolman 
might be called on to advise or cor- 
rect."

Knowledge Cannot Be Legislated 

At the close of the Senate Banking Committee's 
study of the stock market, Senator Robertson of 
Virginia, a committee member, said: "We have proved 
the morket was riot rigged and that there is no 
speculation of a dangerous character." The chair- 
man, Senator Fulbright, said that he could see no 
reason for further public hearings though originally 
he hod planned to' call them at a later date. 

President Funston of the Now York Stock Ex- 
change, one of the 'principal witnesses before the 
committee, said that In his opinion the inquiry will 
result In a greatly . increased public understanding 
of that market, and at the same time it underscores 
the need for a continuing program of public educa- 
tion. As he put it, "If we- are going to achieve a 
more enlightened economic democracy more educa- 
tion is essential. Education is a painstaking process. 
Knowledge cannot be legislated or shot into the 
bloodstream." 

A great many people have no accurate under- 
standing of the function of the stock exchange. 
Actually, the exchange is the most effective instru- 
ment In existence for spreading economic democracy. 
Every time an investor makes his first stock purchase, 
American enterprise gets a new owner and a new 
boss — which is democracy in action. And the greater 
the degree of economic democracy a country achieves, 
the stronger will be its political democracy. 

Anything which contributes to an understand- 
ing of that will do this nation a service.

Keeping Our Cars Running 

At the beginning of the year, it was widely fore- 
cast that sales of passenger cars would total 5,500,000 
in 1955.

Haphazard and Unfair 

The question of givernrnent help in providing 
for the dependents for servicemen has long been a 
knotty and controversial one. Dr. Walter B. Mar- 
tin, president of the American Medical association, 
recently observed that, in providing this help, the 
conservation of our "total medical resources" should 
be taken Into consideration. 

The present system, he continued, particularly as 
it applies to short-term servicemen — the citizen sol- 
diers — Is haphazard and unfair. The availability of 
care Is now on the basis of chance proximity to a 
service Institution. And In many areas government 
hospitals are In competition with civilian hospitals. 
Dr. Martin said, "Much of the patient load that would 
normally flow Into these hospitals is diverted from 
community enterprises into government-supported 
hospitals. This docs not make sense from the stand- 
point of producing good medical care for the Amer- 
ican people as a whole. It has resulted in the waste- 
ful duplication of hospital facilities, unwarranted dis- 
persion of needed personnel, and an increased cost of 
hospital care for those who pay their way." 

One proposed solution is a voluntary system of 
insurance jointly financed by government and the 
servicemen, containing a clear definition of depen- 
dency and freedom of choice to allow dependents to 
go to an armed forces or a civilian facility, as they 
wish. This, Dr. Martin said, "would result in a more 
even distribution of civilian patients as between ser- 
vice and civilian hospitals, stabilize the intake, de- 
crease the cost for the armed services, and support 
the economy of the civilian hospital system."

The Popy — Then and Now 

Long before the first world war, 
the poppy had become indelibly im- 
printed on the minds of Europeans 
as a flower of significance. An- 
ciently, the red poppy sybollzed 
death, and by the ancient Romans 
was dedicated to Somnus, the deity 
or sleep. 

In modern times, in western Eu- 
rope where the poppy grows wild, 
battlefields furnished rich soil not 
only for its good growth but for the 
rise of all kinds of superstitions 
concerning it. 

During the first World War, his- 
tory repeated itself and blood again 
flowed in Flanders fields. Soon the 
poppies forced their way through 
the battle-torn earth into the sun- 
light, and was the one touch ' of 
beauty which survived the hideous 
destruction of war. The soldiers 
of all nations came to look upon it 
as the living symbol of the sacrifice 
of their fallen comrades. 

Soon after the close of the war, 
the little poem, "In Flanders Fields 
the poppies blow, between the 
crosses, row on row," written by Col. 
John McCrae had spread around 
the world, carrying the picture of 
the poppies. At once the poppy 
took on a sacred significance, and 
became the flower of remembrance 
for the men who had shed their 
life's blood around the roots of the 
little plant In the poppy was found 
a way to link the honoring of the 
dead with service for the living vic- 
tims of the war. 

Another World War has been 
fought, some of its battles in the 
same territory. Thousands of our 
young men made the supreme sacri- 
fice in this war and the little red 
poppy covered the earth where 
many of them fell. But wherever 
they fell, on battlefields over the 
world, the poppy is their memorial 
flower and is worn in their honor, as 
it is for those who gave their lives 
in the Korean War, halfway around 
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In the Post Office Building 
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the world from Flanders Fields*.
